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LAND-BASED AVIATION NEEDED TO 
WIN THE WAR, SAYS DE SEVERSKY 


T T O W arc we going to win the war? 
While there is no question in our minds that we are going 
to win there is tremendous difference of opinion among the military 
and naval leaders of how it is to be won. 
Probably no authority in recent months has created such a furor as 
has Major Alexander P. de Seversky in his best-seller, “Victory 
Through Air Power.” 
In the September issue of Cosmopolitan Magazine, Major de Seversky 
again presents his views and charges flatly that “Land-Based Aviation 
Will Win the War.” 
Pointing out that Congress has just approved the building of new 
aircraft carriers, Major de Seversky says, “The aircraft carrier happens 
to be the most vulnerable vessel afloat. It is doomed as soon as it ventures 
within the striking radius of land-based aviation.” 
Continuing, the famous aviator says, “In this war bitter experience 
has taught us the importance of dispersing airplanes and facilities. We 
no longer huddle planes and repair shops and supplies in one spot for 
the convenience of enemy sky raiders. Instead, we scatter them over a 
large arca. But the carrier defies this principle of dispersement. On the 
contrary, it packs a maximum of aircraft ami other equipment in a 
minimum of space. As a result, it is the answer to a bombardier's dream 
of a concentrated target. 
“If any doubt of the futility of carriers in offensive operations 
remained, it should have been wiped out by the events of Coral Sea and 
Midway. Those engagements were played up as “sea battles” in the 
official communiques, but they were nothing of the sort. The naval forces 
never even came into contact. Those were sea battles only in the sense 
that aviation fought over the sea and that navies provided the targets. 
“Practically all the aircraft carriers mixed up in the operations 
were sunk or crippled. We lost the Lexington and the Japs lost at least 
four, perhaps live, of their carriers. The tragic helplessness of this sort 
of vessel--exposed to assault horizontally, above and below—was exhib­ 
ited as if in a laboratory experiment. 
“The fact is that the epoch of naval offensives is ended. W ar has 
resolved into a struggle for mastery of the skies. Air power has taken 
the lead. Surface forces are either reduced to auxiliaries or entirely im­ 
mobilized until the issue of who controls the air is decided. Until we 
take this fact to heart, we shall blunder from disaster to disaster. We 
must recognize that there has been a revolution in war-making due to 
the advent of the air-weapon. N^ne of our traditional strategy applies, 
because it was a two-dimensional strategy, whereas air. power has 
yanked warfare into the third dimension. 
“We can and we will win this war—provided we face the fact that 
this is primarily an aerial war and proceed to develop the strategy and 
the aircraft to win it. In the final analysis, that means long-range, hard­ 
hitting aviation based on land. It means air power capable of carrying an 
offensive acioss water directly to the source of the enemy’s power—to 
his home land. 
“By reversing the process, by using powerful land-based aviation, 
we can conceivably turn back recent Pacific history and retrieve the 
lost territories, island by island. That, we may judge from the kind of 
preparations now under way, is what United Nations strategy proposes; 
to do. 
“The logic of these elementary truths must be hammered home until 
our nation realizes that our war effort must be revised, with aviation as 
its decisive element. Only then will we begin to channel the main part 
of our national wealth and skills, labor power and materials, to the 
creation of an irresistible force of land-based air power. 
“The waste involved in a construction program on irrelevant types 
of weapons would not be serious if we could afford it. But we can’t. We 
are reaching the point of industrial saturation when we no longer can 
indulge in the extravagance of building anything and everything that 
comes to mind. We must concentrate on the weapons essential for direct 
offensive. That means, in the first place, long-range, iar.d-based f 
aviation.”

Farm price 
parity ceilings 
to be fixed 


“Farm ers as "well ks others are 
aware of the President’s m essage 
to Congress asking for a law to 
fix farm prices at 100% of parity,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“In this m atter, farm ers as well 
as laboring people will concur with 
the adm inistration and give their 
wholehearted support 
in an a t­ 
tem pt to prevent a disastrous in­ 
flation followed by a second de­ 
pression. 
“ However, it m ight appear from 
the President’s address th at rising 
farm prices are contributing to the 
present 
inflationary 
move.

could easily gather the impression 
th at farm prices are up to 116% 
of parity. 
T hat is not the case. 
There are some commodities above 
100%, there are

Patriotism , points out nutrition­ 
ist Miss Elizabeth Jensen, U ni­ 
versity of Illinois College of A g­ 
ricultor e, rests in w hat goes into 
a school child’s dinner pail as well 
as his saluting the flag a t school. 
Since the stream lined version of 
the good old-fashioned dinner pail 
provides a sanitary, safe way to 
carry a wide variety of nourishing 
foods, it is a school child’s symbol 
of trying to keep 
healthy 
and 
strong for victory as he m arches 
down the road. 


Only by having a sturdy dinner 
pail can Johnny and M ary carry to 
school the bottle of milk, or the 
vegetables and fru its and other 
vitam in-rich foods which, in addi­ 
tion to the proverbial sandwiches, 
make 
for 
keen 
minds, 
athletic 
bodies and substantial citizens. 


Paper sacks may have been a 
convenience but so have cars and 
yet Am erican citizen!; are cheer­ 
fully giving up this luxury for vic­ 
tory, Miss Jensen added, the metal 
dinner 
pail 
protects more than 
food; it protects the child himself. 


A typical school 
lunch which 
Miss Jensen would recommend to 
the child attending 
a one-room 
rural school would include sub­ 
stantial cheese sandwiches made 
with enriched bread spread gener­ 
ously with butter; a 
crisp, raw 
carrot; tom ato juice in a glass jar, 
and some stuffed prunes rolled in 
sugar. Even though cheese is used 
in the sandwiches, milk is essential 
in every luncheon. 


From a scientific viewpoint th at 
lunch would be analyzed in this 
w ay; Vitam in A, which contributes 
to "keen eyesight, found in butter, 
carrots 
and 
cheese; 
vitam in 
C, 
which aids in the healing of cuts 
and wounds and prevents tired ­ 
ness, found in the tom ato juice; 
calcium, which is a bone and tooth 
builder, found in cheese; vitam in 
B l, which creates healthy appeti­ 
tes 
and 
cheerful 
dispositions, 
found in the enriched bread; iron, 
which 
contributes 
to 
good 
red 
blood and overcomes m ental dull­ 
ness, found in the prunes. Cheese 
also 
provides 
protein, the 
sub­ 
stance which builds sturdy muscles.

As to the mud problem, the solu­ 
tion is quick rem oval of the mud 
while it is wet. W arm w ater, not 
hot, 
is 
recommended, 
following 
which the leather needs a good 
rubbing w ith oil or grease while it 
is still damp. This will prevent the 
leather from becoming stiff and 
hard when dry. Too often muddy 
work shoes are dumped on the back 
porch where the mud

W et 
leather 
scorches easily. 
Hence placing a 
wet pair of shoes too near the fire 
is sure to be hard on the leather. 
On the other hand if wet shoes are 
worn, the wet 
leather will 
be 
pulled out of shape. 
Among oils 
recommended for 
heavy leather shoes are castor, cod 
and n eat’s-foot oils, 
tallow and 
wool grease. Street shoes do not 
need much greasing except when 
wet, and then castor oil will do the 
trick. 
Otherw ise 
ordinary 
shoe 
polish will keep them in condition. 
Castor oil is the only lubricant over 
which shoe polish can be used. 


The fact th at children are going 
to eat one-third of their meals 
away from home for the next nine 
or dress mor^hs m akes 
it essential th at 
they should not only carry nour­ 
ishing lunches to school with them 
but that these lunches should be 
supplem ented w ith a hot food if 
possible, served a t school during 
cold w eather, Miss Jensen added. 


W ithin another m onth the tig h t 
m eat situation should be greatly 
relieved, but iii. the m eantim e the - 
suggestion to Illinois housewives 
is to serve as much poultry as pos­ 
sible, and to buy the best cuts of 
m eat which the fam ily can afford 
and which can be found on the lo­ 
cal m arket. 


A tendency to buy the cheaper 
cuts of m eat autom atically raises 
the demand for 
these cuts and 
therefore the price, stated Sheeter 
Bull, professor of m eats, U nivers­ 
ity of Illinois College of A gricul­ 
ture. 
W hile acknowledging th a t 
the lower am ount of 
m eat now 
•available will mean/ the housewives 
cannot alw ays get the cut they 
wish, Bull pointed out that, at the 
present, there is a very small price 
spread between the better cuts and 
the poorer cuts of m eat or high 
quality and low quality meat. For 
exam ple: chuck 
roast has been 
selling for alm ost as much as rib 
roast. Choice steers are selling at 
15 to 16 cents a pound while bolog- „ 
na bulls are selling for ll to 12 
cents a pound. 


Even less difference is notice­ 
able between the best and the poor­ 
est cuts of pork with 
shoulders 
selling for 26 to 27 cents a pound 
wholesale and loin at 27 to 29 
cents. This means, said Bull, th at 
in addition to com bating the m eat 
difficulty brought on by w artim e 
conditions, housewives are creating 
still fu rth er problems for them ­ 
selves. 


Slack Seas<|n 


Many factors are contributing 
to the present delemma, housewives 
are told. Norm ally this is the slack _ 
season for m arketing m eat ani­ 
m als. 
In addition, hogs are nbt 
coming to m arket as early as form ­ 
erly because the governm ent has 
requested farm ers 
to feed their 
hogs to heavier weights. 
This 
m eans th at spring pig crop will not 
s ta rt showing up on the m arket 
until the latte r p art of Septem ber. 1 
Peak season for hog receipts is 
December and January. 
A nother 
factor entering into the pork pic­ 
tu re is th at the num ber of sows 
fattened for the sum m er m arket 
was decreased in order th at hog 
production m ay be continued a t a 
high level. 


Good fall pastures in the w est 
are one contributing factor for 
beef cattle not coming to m arket 
as soon this fall. O rdinarily heavy 
receipts for beef and lamb take 
place a fte r the w estern pastures 
have dried up. 
As to quality of 
beef on the m arket, Bull expressed 
the opinion th at 
next year the 
quality will probably be consider­ 
ably lower. 
T hat is because the 
hog m akes more efficient use of the 
corn it is fed than does the beef 
anim al. For this reason there will 
I undoubtedly be few^er highly fin­ 
ished corn-fed c a ttle 'on the mar** 
ket.
